Purchases Options 


John Weist, who has Ween investi- 
gating relestate possibilities’ in Rich- 
mond for some time, has purchased 
and options on three .pieces of pro- 
perty from W. L. Richards, Jr., real- 
ty broker here. Richards says that 
so far no deeds have changed hands, 
but expects that the deals will be 
consummated today or tomorrow. 
The combined price of the property 
that has, Weist is to purchase will 
aggregate $101,000. The property is 
located on the northeast and sough- 
west corner of Macdonald avenue and 
Tenth street, two vacant lots on the 
south side ,of Macdonald avenue be- 


tween Tenth and Eleventh © streets, 


which is the old Crow. property. 

It is claimed that building opera- 
. tions will commence within the next 
ten days. The prices to be paid are 


$35,000 for the Standard Oil service 
corner, which is at present owncd 
by Mrs. Tillie Brown; $50,000 for the 
southwest corner of Macdonald, ave- 
nue, E. M. Tilden owner; and $16,000 
for the Crow properly, which has a 


frontage of 50 feet on Mac lonald 
avenue. 
Outside Capital 


When questioned as to who was 
backing the project, Weist said that 
it was outside capital, and admitted 
that some of it came from Seattle. 
He declared that a six story build- 
ing might be built on the Tilden cor- 
ner, but as to the others he was not 
specific. They may be only one story 
structures. If such is the case it is 
said that property owners are pre- 
pared to protest as such buildifigs 
would hinder the future development 


of the section. 


The Odd Fellows Hall Association 
will byild a three story building on 
the thtee lots located on the west 
side of Tenth street, between Nevin 
and Macdonald avenue. The build- 
ing will contain two stories, mez* 
zaine and basement, will have 4 
frontage of 75 feet in Tenth street, 
and from the front will present the 
appearance of a three story structure. 


The cost will approximate $60, 000.
